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Response to Amendment I 
The reply filed on June 19, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant seeks to amend the specification on 
pages 1, 9, 14 (two occurrences), 15, 16 (two occurrences), 17, 18, 19 and 21 by seeking to add 
subject matter by using italics with (the changes on pages 9, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 and 21) or 
without (page 1) further delinineating the material with dashes. No clean copy of the changes 
was provided so applicant was attempting to comply with the revised format permitted 
subsequent to February 28, 2003 and mandatory now. However, applicant failed to provide the 
amendments to the specification in accordance with the revised procedures in effect February 25, 
2003 because additions to the specification must be shown by having the subject matter 
underlined in a manner applicant properly utilized in the amendments to the claims and since 
applicant did not provide the amendments to the specification in the proper format, the response 
is informal and non-responsive. The amendments to the specification and only to the 
specification need to be provided in the proper format for entry into the application. The 
pertinent portion of the Notice is reproduced below for applicant's review: 
IV. Amendments to the Specification 

Annendments to the specification are to be made by presenting 
replacement paragraphs, sections or a substitute specification marked 
up to show changes made relative to the immediate prior version, as set 
out in 37 CFR 1.121(b). The changes should be shown by strikelhrough 
(for deleted matter) or underlining (for added matter). No accompanying 
"clean" version shall be supplied. The amendments to the 
specification shall be presented only one time, and will not appear in 
successive amendment documents. 
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Further, as applicant must now comply with 37 CFR 1.121(b) to amend the specification 
in submitting the response, it is reproduced below for applicant's reference: 



(b) Specification. Amendments to tlic specifica- 
tion, other than the claims, computer listings (§ 1 .06) 
and sequence listings {§ 1 .825), musl be made hy add- 
ing, deleting or replacing a paragraph, by replacing a 
section, or by a substitute specification, in the mjinner 
specified in this section. 

(1) Amendment to delete, replace, or add a 
paragraph. Amendments to the specification, includ- 
ing amendment to a section heading or the title o\ the 
invention which are considered for amendment pur- 
pOi>es to be an amendment of a paragraph, must be 
made by submitting: 

(i) An instruction, which unambiguousiy 
identifies the location, to delete one or mcjre para- 
graphs of the specification, replace a paragraph with 

one or more replacement paragraphs, or add one or 
more paragraphs; 

(ii) The iiill text of any replacement para- 
graph whh markings io show all the change^ relative 

to the previous version of the paragraph. The text of Reference to underlining for 

any added subject matter must he shown by underlin-'^ added text, 
ing the added text. The text of any deleted matter must 
be shown by strike-through except that double brack- 
ets placed before and after llie deleted characters may 
be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters, f he text of any deleted subject matter 
must be shown by being placed within double brack- 
ets if slrikethrough cannot be easily perceived; 

(iii) The full text of any added paragraphs 
without any underlining: and; 

(iv) The text of a paragraph to be deleted 
must not be presented with strike-through or placed 
within double brackets. The instruction to delete may 
identify a paragiaph by its paragraph nun)ber or 
include a few words from the beginning, and end, of 
the paragraph, if needed ibr paragraph identification 
puiposcs. 

(2) Amendment hy replacement section. If the 
sections of the specification contifm section headings 
as provided in § L77{b), § 1.154(b), or § l.]63fc)- 
amendments to the specification, other that, the 
claims, may be made by submitting: 

(i) A reference to the section heading 
along with an instruction, which unambiguously iden- 
tifies the location, to delete that section oi' the specill- 
calion and to replace such deleted section with a 
replacement section; and; 
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(ii) A replacement section with markings 
to show all changes relative to the previous version of 
the section. The text of any added subject matter must 
Ix' shown by underlining the added text. The text of 
any deletcxi matter must he shown by strike-through 
except that doable brackets placed before and after the 
deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any 
deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets il' strike-through cannot be 
easily perceived. 

(3) Ametidmeni by stibstUute specrficaikm. 
The specification, other than the claims, may also be 
amended by submitting:: 

(i) An instruction to replace the specinca- 

tion; and 

(ii) A substitute specification in compli- 
ance with §§ 1 .125(b) and (cK 

(4) ReimiatemerU of pre viously deleted para- 
graph or sevlion. A previously deleted paragraph or 
section may be reinstated only by a subsequent 
amendment adding the previously deleted paragrapli 
or section. 

(5) Presentation in snbseqiienl amendment 
document. Once a paragraph or section is amended in 
a fii-st amendment document, the paragraph or sectit>n 
shall not be represented in a subsequent amendment 
document unless it is amended again or a substitute 
specitication is provided.
